Yet then is such a stream — 
a oreek in Powell county near the 
border line between Clark and Pow- 
ell eouptiea, and which has the pe- 
culiar namiof-Coperas creek, writes 
John Gotf , of Indian Fields, in the 
Kentucky Fnrmpr nn<\ Brt eil^r. 

Strange a8 it may- seem, no fish, 
not even minnows, have ever been 
known to inhabit its waters, while 
it is a stream of considerable size. - 

flome eo'ntand thatllah cannot get 
over till' fulls ncHr hf nioiilli, in or- 
der to ascend the stream, while oth- 
eiaiay it« waters are ao strongly im- 
l)r«"gnat<'<l with ropcras from the 
numerous hanks of that mineral 
found along its course, that alia- 
(iniirlnn life i-^ cituplj' fl('«tri.y»'d. 
'I'IiIh luttur tlit'ory M'cms to be vir- 
ilied^from the fad that often times 
when Copperaa creek becomeo sud- 
denly flush and its current inshes 
out into the stream below— fish in 
the latter are killed for some dis- 
tance down. 

In the pioneer days of the State, 
one liir^t' liank on the creek was 
worked and the mineral from it made 
an article of commeroe, but this in- 
<liistry has long Kince dfOpped ffom 
the affairs of men.

poorest to be found anywhere being 
olassiiied as "The Red Brush."

At tlic iH'niiiniriK of each diapter 
the lirst letter is very large unually two 
or three inches long, and is brightly il- 
luminated in red and blue ink. Within 
eaeh of these capitals ia drawn the fig- 
ure of Booie aaint,w>me ineldentof which 
the ehapter tells. TlMte an two eol- 
(unna on a page and nowhere is tracea- 
ble the sHghtest irregularity in line 
space or formation of the let tern. Even 
under a magnifying gla«8 they seem 
flawless. This precious volume is kept 
under a ghus ease, which is sometimes 
lifted to show that all the peges are as 
perfect as the two which lie open.
